ARE WORN WITH WATCHING. 


Grief of the Queen Over the Loss 
of Her Grandson. 


MANY VIEWS ON. THE SUCCESSION.

this morning the Duke of Clarence and Avon- 
dale passed away at Sandringham House. It 
js impossible to exaggerate the greatness of 


a the sorrow that has suddenly befallen the 


British nation. In life Prince Albert Victor, 
though looked upon as the future King, may 
not have been generally popular—nay, more, 
he may have been the subject of gibe and jest 
to a degree altogether extraordinary consider- 
ing his exalted position, but in death he is as 
sincerely mourned as if he were the tavorite 
son of every family in the British Isles. 

There was nothing of the popular idol about 
-him, and he had little of what is really re- 
quired in this respect of one whose prospects 
seemed so magnificent, and the expressions of

every side may be credited, so far as the dead 
Prince is concerned, to the loss of those pros- 
pects. For the Prince and Princess of Wales 
the feeling of sorrow and sympathy of all 
classes is as pure as it is intense. Great 
Britain is the land of mourning. The mcurn- 
ful clanging of a thousand bells still seems to 
fillthe air. There is but one subject of con- 
versation—the dead Prince and the bolt that 
has struck the royal family. 

The press reports contain little but the ac- 
count of his life and death and expressions of 
sympathy from all parts of the world. The

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neat: prevailed until a telegram from the 
Prince of Wales tothe Lord Mayorof the 
City of London made it public. It was dated 
Sandringham, at 9:45 this morning, and was 
ae follows:

Tolling of Bellis of St. Paul's. 


On receipt ot the news the Lord Mayor at once 
gave orders to have the great bells in St. Paul's 
Cathedral tolled and also sent the following 
message to the Prince of Wales: We are 
profoundly moved by the sad news and have 
communicated it to our fellow-citizens. We 
tenaer our deep and respecttul sympathy with 
your Royal Highness in this great sorrow and 
national calamity.” , 

When the solemn tolling of the great bells 
in St. Paul's Cathedral was beard they con- 
veyed to every one within hearing of their 
booming the fact that the Duke had passed 
away. The bells in St. Paul's are never tolled 
save on the occasion of the death of an 
heir to the throne, and therefore 
no further information was necessary for the 
people.of London. The announcement of his 
death caused far less commotion in the city 
than was expected, but this was due to the

first half-hour after the announcement was

o’clock he began to gradually sink and death 
occurred at 9:15 a. m.“ This dispatch was 
signed by the three physicians who had been 
in attendance upon his Royal Highness. 

The bells in Westminster Abbey were tolled 
from 12 o’clock until 1. 


Scenes at Sandringham Hall. 


Up to noon no official bulletin bf the death 
of the Duke had been issued at Sandringham 
Hall, but soon after 10 o’clock the blinds of 
the house were draw the flag of the church 
was placed at half-mast, and the church bell 
began tolling. These facts gave to the people 
waiting about the gates the first information 
that all was over. From an early hour this 
morning reinforcements of police were de- 
tailed to duty about Sandringham Hall and 
they prevented any access to the house. 

The most destressing scenes occurred at the 
bedside of the dying prince yesterday and 
last night. Since midnight on Tuesday 
Prince Albert Victor was either delirious or 
wholly unconscious save for a few minutes 
now and then. During his lucid intervals he 


ents and to those who were at his bedside. 
Between 7 and 8 o’clock last night 
the condition of the sufferer became so bad 
that the usual bulletins were delayed, as it was 
feared the end would come at any moment. 
Soon afterward he became a shade better and 
toward midnight he fell into a sleep, which, 
while it was disturbed, was more quiet than 
usual. 

At 2 o’clock this morning he again be- 
came worse and the members of the family’ 
who had withdrawn from the room were 
hastily summoned. They all remained at the 
bedside until death occurred. 

The Queen Hears the News. 

The Queen remained up quite late last 
night waiting for news from Sandringham. 
The last dispatch she received before retiring 
was from the Prince of Wales. It said: 
Eddie is still in a critical condition, but his 
strength is well maintained.”’ 

This was somewhat encouraging, and her 

Majesty thereupon retired. She was very 
anxious, however, and early this morning she 
arose and asked for the messages that had 
been received while she slept. The messages 
that had been sent to Osborne House early in 
the morning were unfavorable and they, in a 
measure, prepared her Majesty for the blow 
in store for her. Though she knew she was 
hoping against hepe the announcement of the 
Duke's death, which came in a message signed 
simply Bertie, was a great shock to her. 

Prince Albert Victor was and always had 
been her favorite grandson, and his untimely 
death was a most severe blow to her. She

immediately telegraphed a long message 
of sympathy to the Prince ap 
Princess cf Wales. She did no 
rorget in her own sorrow the sorrow 
that has come to Princess Mary. To her her 
Majesty sent a message condoling with her in 
her sorrow and distress and in loving 
words expressed her sympathy. She at once 
ordered the Duke of Connaught to proceed to 
Sandringham to represent her there. She also 
ordered that the court go into full mourning 
for three months and canceled all the draw- 
ing rooms and state levees. 

The Duke of Connaught and Stratheran, 
uncle of Prince Albert Victor, and personal 
aid-de-camp to the Queen, arrived at Ports- 
mouth at noon from Osborne. He traveled 
in the royal yacht Albert and Victor, which 
entered port with the ensign at half-mast. As 
the royal yacht got a-beam of the flagship 
Victoria the latter’s ensign was lowered to 
half-mast, and this movement was followed 
by all the other ships in the harbor. 

Her Majesty announced that the funeral of 
the Duke would be a state function and that 
it would be held in St. George’s Chapel, Wind- 
sor Palace. It was in this chapel that the mar- 
riage of the Duke to Princess Victoria Mary 
was to have taken place Feb. 27 next. 

Queen’s Expression of Grief. 


The Queen has directed the publication of 
the following: Her Majesty heard early

Arrangements are being made to hold funeral 
services in all English churches.

Prince and Princess Prostrated. 

Both the Prince and the Princess of Wales 
look haggard and worn out by their continued 
watching by the bedside of their son. It will 
be remembered that they both had not yet en- 
tirely recovered from labor entailed upon 
them through the recent sickness of Prince 
George. The Princess of Wales. it will be 
recalled, cut short her visit to the Czar 
and Czarina. at’ Livadia in order 
to return to London to minister to Prince 
George, and it was only a few days ago that, 
Prince George being convalescent, the entire 
family of the Prince of Wales left Marlbor- 
ough House and went to Sandrmgham. The 
Prince and Princess of Wales are in the deep- 
est distress and nothing can afford them con- 
solatiou for the loss they have sustained. 
The condition of Princess May is pitiable. 
She wanders from room to room, weeping 
bitterly. She cannot be made to stay in one 
place for two minutes together and she ap- 
pears to be dazed at the sudden taking off 
her betrothed busband. She refuses 
altogether to touch food and her terrible dis- 
tress and wordless sorrow are causing much 
apprehension regarding her.

No Precedence for Procedure. 

No precedent existe as tothe rules of eti- 
quette to be observed on occasions arising 
out of the death of a son of the herr ap- 
parent. The diplomats accredited to 
the Court of St. James are there- 
fore uncertain whether they should offer con- 
dolences personally to the Queen or the Prince 
and Princess of Wales, but have decided 
upon the latter course. The same un- 
certainty reigns in the Chamberlain’s office 
with regard to the coming funeral cere- 
monies. Lying side by side in this office are 
huge folios of instructions with regard to the 
deceased Prince’s marriage and piles of refer- 
ence books treating of general eti- 
quette. Nevertheless a precedent is wanting. 
As far asthe Prince and Princegs of Wales 
are concerned all public engagements for the 
coming six months may be considered can- 
eeled. They will make no public appearance 
during that period. 

Prince George will go to the continent and 
it is not likely that the Queen will postpone 
her departure on her projected continenta 
journey because of her grandson’s death. 
There is so much to be done in the way 
of preparation that the funeral can hardly 
take place till the end of next week. Public 
sentiment inclines to the plan for lying in 
state of the Prince’s body, but the Prince dnd 
Princess of Wales are said to oppose it. In 
any case the funeral will be of a military 
character, with a procession through London 
en route to Windsor, enabling a pub- 
lic expression of grief. The Queen is 
reported to be suffering acutely because of her 
temembrance that for the last five years she 
opposed the plan for the union of the deceased 
Prince and Princess May of Teck, only giving 
her consent a couple of months ago, 

All London tonight is in mourning. Every 
theater and place of amusement is closed. 
The blinds of ‘all the great clubs in Pall Mall, 
St. James street, and Picadilly are drawn and

Sympathy for Princess May. 

In the general sorrow the poor girl whose 
lot only a few days ago seemed sv brilliant 
was not forgotten. Princess May will 
never be Queen of England. She may never 
be a bride, for some of the “ divinity which 
doth hedge a King doth also hedge one who 
might have been 4 Queen. Prince George 
has become his father’s heir and the Duke of 
Fife one step nearer to tiie goal of a Queen's 
consort. Mutterings of .diseontent would 
soon have been heard had Prince George’s re- 
cent illness resulted less favorably, for the 
Duke of Fife is not a general favorite, nor do 
English people look with such favor, as the 
government organs would have the world be- 
lieve, upon marriages between possible rulers 
and subjects. : 

Prince George, unlike his dead brother, is 
popular with the masses, though perhaps not 
so with those who come most in contact with 
him. He is popular because he is a sailor. 
That his desire is to leave the navy and enter 
the army is well known. He has long wanted 
a ship, but an advancement im the English 
navy, even for a Prince, is far more difficult 
than in the army. Hence hisdesire for change, 
and his wishes may be gratified now.

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Birth of the Prince, 

Messages had been sent for. the medical 
men who were appointed to attend the Prin- 
cess and for Sir George Grey. The Prince 
was born long before they could reach Frog- 
more. Dr. Sieveking was the first to arrive 
from London. He was followed by Dr. 
Farre and Dr. Gream, ahd later by Sir 
Charles Locock. Sir George Grey arrived at 
11 o’clock. The event being premature there 
was no nurse in attendance and no prepara- 
tion had been made at Frogmore for the ad- 
vent of the Prince. 

A telegrain was dispatched to the ‘Queen 
immediately after the birth of the Prince. 
Earl Granville was the only representative of 
the cabinet present at the birth. His presence 
was uwing to his having been invited to shoot 
the following day with the Prince of Wales. 

It isa singular circumstance that former 
Princes who have borne the name of Clarence 
have been the subjects of misfortune. One of 
the sons of Edward III. was the first to re- 
ceive the title in 1362. The Prince who was 
best known as the Duke of Clarence was the 
unhappy person who was put to death in the 
Tower in 1478 The Duke of Albany held the 
title of Earl of Clarence. For 300 years the 
title of Duke of Clarence was in abeyance and 
was not revived until it was conferred by 
George II. on his son, afterward George IV. 


PROGRESS OF THE DUKE’S DISEASE. 


Reports of His Physicians as to the Prog- 
ress of the Pneumonia. .- 
[SPECIAL CABLE. | 

Loxnbox. Jan. 14.—The progress of the 
disease of the late Duke of Clarence and 
Avondale is thus given by the medical author- 
ties. 

His Royal Highness was attacked by influ- 
enza Thursday, Jan. 7, but only began .to feel 
really ill Friday, the 8th, when he was unable 
to attend the birthday dinner given in his 
honor. 

Saturday evening a patch of pneumonic 
consolidation was discovered at the base of 
the left lung. There had been no distinct 
rigor, but the Duke appeared to have had 


some slight spasms of shivering Thursday 


Saturday mornmg there was dullness or per- 


cussion of the breathing tube up to the level 


of the dorsum, or mdge of the scapula or 
shoulder blade. In the afternoon the dull- 
ness rose as high as the spine of the scapula 
on the left mde, while at the right base these 
signs had also appeared. They were found 
up to the angie of the scapula. 

There was no crepidation heard at any time 
and consolidation did not extend far on the 
lateral aspect of the chest. The temperature

WOULD NOT HAVE FIFE SUCCESSION. 


English Aristocracy Would Refuse to Bend 
the Knee to the Duke. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. | 
Lonpox „Jan. 14.—People who like to draw 
ominous parallels are calling attention to the 
fatality which seemsto have attended the 


name of Clarence in the royal houses of Great 


Britain. The only Clarence who lived out the 
usual term of years granted to men was the 
one who reigned under the title of William IV. 
; The question of the succession to the throne 
is giving riseto a great deal.ot uneasiness 
among those. who recognize the importance 
of having no hitch in the line of descent, in 
view of the growing feeling of indifference 
toward the principle of monarchy in general 
now prevalent among the masses, It is felt 
that while the continuance of the present type 
of government is reasonably eure, eo long as 
no element of disturbance arises, yet any dis- 
pute over the succession or any complete 
break in the line would be likely to furnish 
the occasion for some radical overthrow of ex- 
isting institutions, which are thought by a 
large portion of the people to have outlasted 
their usefulness. 

It is being vigorously debated, therefore, 
whether or not the Duchess of Fife, formeriy 
the Princess Louise, eidest daughter of the 


Prince of Wales, would be allowed to succeed 


to the throne in case of the death without 
issue of Prince George. The mere fact of her 
marrying a man beneath her in rank is held 
by some to have removed her from the line of 
succession, but this extreme view is shared by 
but few. The real question is whether the 
nation would accept her as Queen, with the 
Duke as another necessary accompaniment. 
In an interview this evening a prominent 
member of Parliament, who prohibited the 
use of his name, said that the democracy at 
large were indifferent as to the identity of 
their monarch or as to whether any manarch 
at all ruled, but it was otherwise with the 


aristocracy. 

The noble families would not submit to a 
dynasty of Fife, and without the cordial sup- 
port of the aristocracy the crown would not 
be safe foraday.

He desired to be called Prince Ed- 
ward, and all the morning papers of London 
hailed him by this title on his anniversary in 
obedience to hints from Marlborough House, 
but the Queen stamped this out vigorously by 
sending word that she resented this innova- 
tion. The next day he humbly returned to 
Albert Victor. 7 

When the time came to choose a title for 
him, that which in all English history was 
most evil-starred was selected. There have 
been five Dukes of Clarence. Of these four 
were Plantageneis, the first of whom ate and 
drank himself to death in Italy, the second 
was killed in the battle of Baugy in France. 
The third was murdered in the Towemand the 
fourth beheaded outside the Tower, all meet- 
ing their fate before their 30th year. People 
talked about this when the unfortunate lad’s 
new dignity was announced, as if with the 
premonition that it was the forerunner of 
calamity.

Yale Talks Back. 
William E. Thoms, Yale, 94, was Democ- 
's second champion. He took his hearers 
back to the Revolutionary war and the tariff 
bill enacted by Congress at its close.

LYNCHING OF A MURDERER IN OHIO. 


Henry Corbin, Who Killed Mrs. Horner, Is 
Hanged While in a Dying Condition. 

Oxrorp, O., Jan. 14.— [Special. — Henry 
Corbin, the colored coachman who so brutally 
murdered Mrs. Horner, the wealthy widow, 
last Tuesday night, was hanged by a mob in 
the public square tonight and his body riddled 
with bullets. 

All day men have been scouring the country 
for him. About 6:10 this evening a group of 
men sat in the Mayor’s office discussing which 
way to go next. Suddenly Deputy Marshal 
Zerfass ran in and announced that Corbin had 
been located on the Bishop farm, two miles 
from town. 

A party of armed men under the the lead 
of the Mayor at once started for the spot. 
The shed was surrounded and five men were 
sent forward. As they approached the door a 
em from a revolver rang out.

The news of the capture created great ex- 
citement. As the litter reached the door of 
the hall there were loud yells of Lynch 
him!“ and a rush was made. A rope was 
placed around Corbin’s neck, but somebody 
cut it. He was taken into the jail, while 
physicians temporarily quieted the mob 
assuring them that Corbin cutild live only a 
few minutes. 

Suddenly blows were heard on the doors of 
the jail. Corbin’s unconscious body was 
dragged into the iron cage. An entrance was 
gained into the corridor, where Marshal Flan- 
agan was seized and relieved of his keys. and, 
amid deafening yells, Corbin was drag out 
of the cell with a rope around bis neck. He

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Prince of Wales, and heir presumptive to the 
throne of Great Britain, died yesterday morn- 
ing after a comparatively briet illness, his ail- 
ment being influenza, complicated with pneu- 


| monia.. The young Prince had but just closed 


his 28th year, having been born Jan. 8, 1864. 
His delicate physique and far from robust 
conditions of health always had clouded his 
future, and probably few of his own people 
have anticipated that he would live to enjoy 
the honors in store for him as the future King 
of England. Though his career has been a 
short one be displayed qualities of character 
which had he lived might have allayed some 
of the national anxiety as to his capacities for 
ruling. His educatioa was that which is given 
to every young English nobleman, and he had 
mnanifested proficieacy in scholarship which 
had secured him honors from Cambridge. He 
had also studied at Heidelberg, and at Alder- 
shot had made himself acquainted with mili- 
tary science, As an attaché of the navy and 
also in his princely capacity he had made 
tours in Australia and among the Asiatic and 
African dependencies of Great Britain, where 
he proauced a favorable impression among the 
people. His faults were the faults of youth, 
and there can be little doubt that had he lived 
he would have outgrown them and in the ripe- 
ness and experiences of manhood wight have 
displayed the qualities which would have en- 
deared him to the English people. His father, 
the Prince of Wales, has had his drawbacks, 
and yet no one doubts his great popularity. 
There is no reason to suppose that the son 
would have been less popular had he lived to 
come to man’s estate and the sovereignty of 
the realm, 

All these suppositions, however, have now 
been ended by death. The royal household 
has been plunged into bitter grief, and if one 
may judge at all of the feelings of the people 
by the concern they have manifestei and the 
eagerness with which they have watched the 
bulletins at Sandringham they will sorrow 
sincerely for the lpss of the young Prince. 
The Princess of Wales, his mother, is already 
said to be prostrated, and fears are appre- 
hended as to the effect the bereavement may 
have upon her. There is one other upon 
whom his loss will fall with terrible force— 
his fiancée, the Princess Victoria Mary of 
Teck, his third cousin, to whom he was to 
have been married Feb. 27. With his death 
vanish hopes, ambitions, and prospects such 
as fall to the lot of few women. The engage- 
ment between the youthful pair was only an- 
nounced officially about a month ago. It was 
received with extraordinary jubilation all 
over the Kingdom. The English people were 
proud that he had selected a mate of English 
birth, and they manifested their delight in 
the most enthusiastic manner. The prepara- 
tions for the wédding indicated a pageant 
which would have been sumptuous even for 
royalty. But almost in a moment the scene 
has been changed. The Prince lies dead and 
she who would have been Queen is left in the 
solitude ofsorrow. The belis which would 
have rung a joyous epithalamium for the 
young pair must toll adirge. The event re- 
calls Thackeray's sad words with which he 
closes the sketch of her great-grandfather, 
George III.: Hush, strife and quarrel, over 
the solemn grave. Sound trumpets a mourn- 
ful march. Fall dark n upon his 

pageant. 

The "The death of Albert Victor . his broth- 
er George, born June 3, 1865, and now a sailor 
in the English fleet, the heir presumptive. 
Unlike-his brother he is asturdy, robust young 
fellow, who is likely to live to enjoy his sov- 
ereignty. He is exceedingly popular by rea- 
son of his mary manly qualities and demo- 
cratic tendencies, and in their sorrow for the 
loss of the Prince the English people will find 
their consolation in the bright future which 
now lies before the young Prince George and 
in the fact that his robustness of health and 
manly qualities will not only fit him for the 
position but will give to the monarchy a 
surer degree of stability and a more certain 
permanence than might have been the case 
had Albert Victor lived to ascend the throne. 


THE PRESENT POLICY OF THE DRAINAGE 
| BOARD 


The report of the Engineering committee to 
the Drainage Trustees, recommending the 
abandonment of the route previously agreed 
on by them, was adopted at the meeting of the 
board Tuesday. It was stated, however, that 
the change in route must be made by ordi- 
nance. One will soon be prepared and sub- 
mitted, and then the majority of the board 
will set out on a shoreless sea of extravagance 
and bluadere. 

The only certain thing about their policy is 
that it will do nothing to relieve the presen 
needs of the people. If the work were to be 
carried to completion in accordance with their 
ideas the danger of the pollution of the drink- 
ing water would not be lessened thereby until 
the drainage channel was entirely finished— 
many hence. Were the work done un- 
der the old plans that danger would be abated 


speedily. 

At present the drinking water is saved from 
being poisonous only because something less 
than 50,000 cubic feet per minute is pumped 
from the South Branch into the canal. When 
that pumping is prevented by heavy rains or 
aceidents to the machinery the health of the 
community is affected at once. The policy of 
the majority of the board forces Chicagoans 
to depend for safety on this small and uncer- 
tain dilution for an indefinite time. Great 
relief will be given when the new lake tunnel 
is finished, but a large portion of the 
drinking water will still have to be taken from 
the intake of the old tunnels. 

During the campaign last fall Mr. Cooley 
had much to say about the necessity of pusb- 
ing the drainage channel work vigdrously in 
order to free the lake water from pollution. 
He grew pathetic over the death-rate of the 
city, which he said was enormous, and over a

Before any of their money is expended in 
digging holes in the rock down near the Sag 
this problem of water. supply must be solved. 


‘ DEATH OF CARDINAL MANNING. 


A Prince of the State and a Prince of the 

Church have passed away almost simulta- 
neously in England.. His Eminence Henry 
Edward Manning, Cardinal Priest of the 
Roman Church and Archbighop of Westmin- 
ster, died yesterday morning only a half hour 
before the gréat bell of St. Paul's was tolling 
for the death of the heir-presumptive. The 
events of his life may be told briefiy, for 1 
was spent mainly in scholastic pursuits and in 
the doing of good works. He was the son ofa 
London merchant who was at one time a Gov- 
ernor of the Bank of England, and was edu- 
cated at Harrow and Oxford, graduating with 
high honors in 1830, In 1834 he became rector 
of Lavington and Graffham in Sussex, and in 
1840 Archdeacon of Chichester, then only in 
his 32d year. It was while holding this posi- 
tion that he married Miss Serjeant, but she 
died a short time after the marriage, and from 
that period dates his close devotion to literary 
and theological work. He was one of the 
early and enthusiastic leaders in the Trac- 
tarian movement, but, dissatisfied with the 
policy of high offcials in the church, he se- 
ceded from it in 1851, soon after the arrival of 
Cardinal Wiseman, and upon the death of the 
latter in 1865 he succeeded him as Bishop of 
‘Westminster. In 1875 he was created Car- 
dinal Priest of SS. Andrew and Gregory on the 
Coslian Hill, which appointment one of his 
biographers notes as a fulfillment of the 
prophecy made by Mr. Dissaeli in his Lo- 
thair,” where he appears es Cardinal Grandi- 
son. 

As a Cardinal he has made a profound im- 
pression both as writer and worker, and he 
long will be remembered as an advocate of 
the rights of the people. As a religionist 
he was a strong Ultramontane and stoutly de- 
fended the dogma of Papal infallibility, par- 
ticularly in his replies to Mr. Gladstone 
when the latter attacked the dogma in 1875, 
such as the Vatican Decrees (1875), and 
“* The True Story of the Vatican Council,“ 
which appeared in the Nineteenth Century in 
1877. He took but little part in politics, though 
in 1885 he advocated the Conservative cause 
and urged Catholics to vote against the Radi- 
cals because of their attacks upon religious 
education. In his efforts to ameliorate the 
condition of the laboring classes he was 
untiring. He was a radical advocate of total 
abstinence. He had held important positions 
on the commissions for the better housing of 
the poor and their education. He had given 
much thought .to political economy, labor, 
and other social questions, particularly those 
growing out of the relatiors of labor and cap- 
ital, and he did excellent service as a mediator 
in the recent great London strikes, As a 
writer ais efforts mainly have been confined 
to the literature of the church. Among his 
best-known works are Devotional Read- 
ings,’ ‘* Characteristics,”’ ** Miscellanies ”’ 
(1877), “The Last Glories of the Church 
Greater than the First, The Relations of 
England to Christianity. England and 
Christendom, “ The Catholic Church and 
Modern Society,. Cesarism and Ultramon- 
tanism,” The Eternal Priesthood,” and 
numerous discussions of the temporal power 
of the Pope. In his death, following so closely 
upon that of the eminent scholar, Cardinal 
Newman, the Church of Rome has suffered a 
great loss, and one which it will be difficult to 
make good, 

The cable dispatches also bring the intelli- 
gence of the death of another eminent Cardi- 
nal, Giovanni Simeoni, who had attained 
equal prominence in the councils of the 


| church, though rather as a statesman than a 


scholar. or theologian. He was born in 1816, 
and in 1847 was auditor to the Nuncio in 
Madrid. In 1875 he was made Nuncio at the 
Spanish Court, and the next year succeeded 
Cardinal Antonelli as Secretary of State and 
Prefect of the Apostolic Palaces to Pius IX. 
Upon the death of the latter and the accession 
of Leo XIII. in 1878 he was succeeded by Car- 
dinal Franchi and became Prefect of the 
Propaganda. He will be remembered as the 
principal adviser of Pius IX. in his resistance 
to the Falck laws in Germany and the educa- 
tional decrees in France, 
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REDMOND SHOULD HAVE REMAINED AT 
KANKAKEE. 

The killing of Dr. Wilder by John Redmond 
illustrates the unwisdom of letting people 
with homicidal ideas out of an insane asylum 
when they have once been sent there. No one 
imagines that Redmond is responsible for his 
act. Noone ventures to insinuate that Dr 
Wilder had ever wronged him. The idea ex- 
isted only in the deranged brain of the black- 
smith. He had this fixed belief that his wife 
had been false to him, and after medituting 
over the matter for some time de killed the 
person whom he fancied to be her seducer. 
It would not have been surprising if he had 
gone to shooting much sooner and if he had 
made a victim of his wife also. 

Doubtless he showed no symptoms of insan- 
ity when discharged from the asylum. It is 
quite possible that no effort was made to 
ascertain whether he still cherished the de- 
lusion which was the cause of his being sent 
there. It is probable that the officers in 
charge of the institution believed that if he 
would let Tiquor alone his mind would be all 
right. The pressure on the Illinois insane 
asylums is so great that an inmate is not kept 
a minute after it is believed that he is cured. 
There is always some one waiting to fill the 
vacancy. 

But when it was hound that Redmond had 
not been freed of his mad notions he ought to 
have been sent back to the asylum. His 
friends should have recognized the fact that 
while sane on most subjects he was insane on 
one and that it was impossible to tell when 
Owing to the neglect of some one he was al- 
lowed to remain at large and the death of an 
innocent man has followed. |

MR. MILLS DROPS MR. CLEVELAND. 
The firm.of Cleveland & Mills seems to have 
been dissolved by the withdrawal of the junior 
partner. This is unexpected and painful. For 


a long time their relations were as intimate 


and pleasant as those of David and Jonathan. 
They went forth together to war upon the 
Randallites, and they routed them. Mr. Mills 
scoffed at the idea of any Presidential candi- 
date except the senior partner, and tne latter 
maintained that next to himself Mr. Mills was 
the leading apostle of Democratic free trade. 

Mr. Mills was at home last week looking 
after his Senatorial chancds. As is the cus- 
tom of statesmen he was interviewed, and in 
reply to the question. What is the prospect 
for reducing the tariff? he said: 

Everything depends on the present Congress 
and the course pursued by the Democratic Na- 
tional convention next summer. If Congress 
presses earnestiy on for tariff reduction and the 


Democratic House passes a thorough revenue 
tariff bill, ignoring and opposing protection in 
every feature, and if the National convention will 
make that the issue in the coming contest and 
give the people a sound Western Democrat as the 
nominee for President we will win, carry the re- 
form, and remain in power for years. The con- 
test in the convention, from present indications, 
will be between Hill and a Western competitor. 
Hill has declared in his recent speech at Albany 
forthe protective tariff of 1883. Unless we give 
up all that we have been contending for we can- 
not accept his platform or his candidacy and we 
must look to the West for our standard-bearer. 


It will be noticed how cohtemptuously Mr. 
Mills puts Mr. Springer and his picayune 
policy of little bills and a skirmishing attack 
on protection on one side. He recognizes 
only two policies—his own, and tha? of Sena- 
tor Hill. And he recognizes but two Presi- 
dential candidates, One of them is Senator 
Hill and the othersome unnamed Western 
man. When that Westerner is asked for, 
Senator Palmer will stand up and say, Here 
he is. Gov. Boies will speak out in the same 
modest way. So will Gray of Indiana. Per- 
haps Col. Morrison may insinuate timidly 
that he would fill the bill. 

A few months ago Mr. Mills would have 
spoken of some Western Democrat for the 
Vice-Presidency and would have said that Mr. 
Cleveland was the only candidate of those 
Democrats who repudiate Senator Hill’s plan 
of insisting on the reénactment of the Repub- 
lican tariff of 1883, against which the Mills 
bill was leveled, Why does the Texan make 
no mention of him now? The only explana- 
tion is that he believes it was owing to Mr. 
Cleveland that he did not succeed in getting 
the Speakership. 

Mr. Cleveland refrained from taking any 
part in that interesting contest. Feeling that 
it might not be wise for him to do go, he said 
that it would be improper. He sat solemn 
and silent and refused to say a word for Greek 
or Trojan. Mr. Mills believes that if Mr. 
Cleveland had come out openly for him he 
would have been’ elected. He has no liking 
for the cold-blooded neutral friendship which 
refused to come to his aid at the most critical 
moment in his life, and therefore he has bid- 
den Mr. Cleveland farewell, The partnership 
has been dissolved, und Mr. Mills has sent out 
word that he is ready to take a Western man 
into the firm. There will be many applica- 
tions for the position. 

Mr. Mills has acted according to human na- 
ture. Mr. Cleveland refused to help him when 
he needed it the most. He sees no reason 
why he should do anything for Mr. Cleveland. 
How far the latter will be injured by this se- 
cession of his old associate remains to be 
seen. The loss of Mr. Mills himself may not 
mean much, but if any number of his friends 
and supporters follow his example the pros- 
pects of the ex-President may be seriously in- 
jured, and he may find out that there are oc- 
casions where the policy of neutrality is the 
unwisest to pursue.

Is ANARCHY COMING?! 

The Patria club of New York took for the 
subject of its discussion last week the ques- 
tion Are we drifting towards anarchy?” Of 
course some of the speakers said Les.“ and 
some said “No,” but there was one point 
made for the affirmative which seems to have 
been advanced as the main argument and not 
even denied, much less attempted to be dis- 
proved, yet is utterly void, and for this reason 
may be noted. It is that there is a growing 
determination to use a government for the 
accomplishment of private ends, and that this 
is so prevalent and inveterate as to be alarm- 
ing. since it has brought the idea of govern- 
ment into a contempt never felt in earlier 
ages of the world’s history. It has resulted in 
a loss of character in the average office-bearer, 
which has made the post of honor a private 
station. 

The latter phie is in itself suggestive of 
an idea that the men who told this story were 
singing a song that is as old as the hills. It is 
a slight change from a line written by Alex- 
ander Pope in the early part of the eighteenth 
century as voicing the complaints of the phil- 
osophers who in his day held that mankind 
was progressing from bad to worse so rapidly 
that it might be said to be going to the dogs. 
And that was far from being the first time 
the cry was raised that officeholders were so 
corrupt as to be despicable. From the days 
when, as related in the Book of Judges, the 
son of Gideon charged Abimelech with being 
a bramble,“ down to the present, there have 
not been wanting men who strove to bring 
about what they chose to call reforms by tell- 
ing the people that their rulers were corrupt 
and their predecessors little short of bemg 
angels. 

The halo of antiquity is a grand thing in 
which to view enshrined the virtues and lose 
sight of the vices of those who have long 
since gone before us to join the great majority. 
The old story that it is not wellto say any- 
thing but what is good about the dead is 
worth bearing in mind today, but it was more 
apt to be observed in the ages when the court 
had its own historian who lauded the :nonarch 
and his family to the skies. No one dared to 
Write anything to the discredit of the King 
while the latter was living, and after his death 
the historian had something else to think 
about. Enough of the dry bones remain to 
enable the patient student of history to see 
traces of the worst forms of corruption in thp 
governments and great men of many former 
ages, and it may be confidently stated that of 
a truth those of our own day average better 
than their predecessors. There is plenty of 
room for improvement, but it 1s not true that 
we have retrograded in this respect, If we 

can see weakness and corruption in an office- 
holder today and not in one of a few centuries 
ago it is simply because we kaow the one bet- 
ter than we know the other. If we knew the 
earlier one equaily well the familiarity with 
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reformer and furnishes some material for 
philosophic rsfectio#i. But it may be a grave 
mistake to cynstrue this into indifference as 
to whether there shall be a government or 
not. Certainly. the way in which the Amer- 
a long period of seeming indifference does 
not indicate that they were then willing to ac- 
quies¢e in a breaking up such as the Anarchist 
orators now ſeem to assume will soon be de- 
manded, Tus latter are simply misreading 
the signs of the times. The people of today 
are convinced as fully asever were those of a 
former age that personal safety and the peace- 
able postessidn of property cannot be secured 
without government. They know that must 
be paid for and will be administered by mor- 
tals who’are far from being perfect. But they 
are satisfied that the worst possible form of 
such a government would be infinitely prefer- 
able to none at dil.

| dsks the Commercial for its warrant for the 


assertion that Democracy thinks nothing of 
protection.”” I; calls on it to point to any 
tariff bill ever formulated by Democrats “for 
revenue only,“ and into which no thought of 
protection entered, or to state when a Dem- 
ocratic Congress or convention has proposed 
to confine custom-house duties to products 
not raised in the United States, such as tea 
and coffeé. It says further: 

All tariffs, the exception noted [tariff for rev- 
enue only], bear necessarily a certain measure of 
protection to home manufacturers. 

The Republican party advocates a high tariff 
for the sake of protection. 

The Democratic party holds to the practice of 
tariff levying, but wante the percentage low. 

This on ‘tariff question is the substantial 
difference of the parties. 

‘here is some truth in the contention of the 
Chicago paper. Neither the Mills bill, the 
Morrison bill, nor the Walker tariff was for 
revenue only’’—far from it. Their framers 
did not dre to draft such a measure. The 
last two Democratie national platforms con- 
tained protection doctrine. They recognized 
the highe# American wage scale and the im- 
propriety of legislating so as to injure it. 
There are very few Democrats anywhere at 
this moment who will say openly. that they 
are for a tariff for revenue only. 

Neverttieless for the last seventy years the 
free admissjon of foreign manufactures has 
been the ideal of the Southern Democrats. 
They havé seen the practical difficulties in the 
way of getting it, but they have never lost 
sight of it, They educated themselves to be- 
lieve that a duty which gave protection to an 
American industry was an unconstitutional 
one. A majority of the Democrats of the 
South are of that opinion today. Prior to the 
war the Southern wimg of the party would 
have pressed its free-trade doctrines with even 
greater vizor but for the fact that it had to 
look after slavery and protect it. 

Since the war the Southern Calhounites 
have been reinforced by mugwump doc- 
trinaires whose beads are full of general prin- 
ciples and empty of practical knowledge. 
They encéuraged one another to such an ex- 
tent that last simmer hardly a Democrat 
ventured to talk of a tariff for revenue with 
incidentat protection, while Southern men 
like Mills were talking of putting duties on 
tea, sugar, and coffee and letting in manu- 
factured goods free, while Congressman 
Harter of Ohio was clamormg for great 
chunks of free trade.” 

The ruling element of the Democracy has 
been for free trade always, but has never 
dared to try the experiment of putting its 
ideas in the form of a law. It is less willmg 
than ever to try the experiment prior to a 
Presidential election. But were the Demo- 
orats to carry the country in November. were 
they to have the President and both Houses 
of Congress, it is not unlikely that the domi- 
nant South would insist the party should 
be true td its principles, though not to its 
practice, and pags a law to carry out Mr. 
Calhoun’é tariff policy. 

As long as the Democracy is out of power it 
will probably accept the platform of the 
senior organ. Were it in power and reasona- 
bly sure of staying there it would unquestion- 
ably live ap to that of the Memphis paper. 


FALSE HOPES OF THE ALLIANCE. 

The speech made by Senator Poynter 20 the 
Nebraska Farmers Alliance indicates a wish 
to be right. He said the members are neither 
Ishmaelites nor Anarchists, but want a gov- 
ernment that will treat all classes alike, a fair 
field for the farmer, the good of all and not 
the advanegement of a. few. He dwelt at 
length on the wrongs’ which the farmers 
have suffered, and said that with a fair field 
the farmter can take care of himself. Ap- 
parently the convention took this to mean 
that all classes will be treated alike by passing 
laws which shall rob the creditor class for the 
benefit of the dobtot, and lend money to the 
farming class exclusively, extending no such 
benefit to the hard-workmg mechanic and 
laborer in the cities, but making the latter 
bear a share of the burden. 

The trouble with the farmers is that they do 
not receive for the sale of their produce what 
they think they ought to receive in order to 
enable them to pay interest on the money 
they havé borrowed and leave a just compen- 
sation for their toil. But governmeat does 
not make the market in which theysell. They 
vend their produce in competition with each 
other, and as a rule receive the lowest prices 
they are Willing to accept, If they will not

tion to their abundance, The law governs 
“equally in money as in wheat or hogs. A big 
crop of wheat in the United States this year is 
selling at good prices only because the supply 
is short in other Under ordinary cir- 
cumstances the more there is to sell the lower 
is the price that can be obtained for it. This 
is true of the produce which is raised by the 
labor of the farmer, the goods produced in the 
factory and sold by the merchant, and the 
silver brought up from the mines by labor. 
Government can reduce the purchasing power 
of the dollar and thereby work great injustice 
to the creditor class, including the millions of 
working men and women who have deposits 
in the savings banks and policies of life in- 
surance, but it cannot destroy the equation of 
values between what 4 man has to sell and 
what he wishes to buy as determined by the 
great economic law above stated. It is simply 
a waste of time and energy to plead for it. 
Nothing short of omnipotence could bring 
about the change for which the Alliance is 
hoping from the issue of more and cheaper 
money, and if its demand were granted by 
the government the resalt would prove to be 
like the apples of Sodom which turned to 


ashes in the mouth. The best thing the

Jupez Corr, the United States Judge for 
the New Engiand circuit, has jut made a de- 
cision which will call down on him the wrath 
of the Ohio ram-raisers, who would like to 
have him impeached. Under the tariff of 1883 
goat hair, which can be used only for mixing 
purposes in making cheap carpets and rough 
blankets, was imported in considerable quan- 
tities. None is produced in this country, one 
very good reason being that 1t would not pay. 
But in order to stop its importation Judge 
Lawrence and his assistants in the labor of 
drafting the wool schedule of the present 
Tariff law took goat hair off the free list, 
classified it along with combing wools, and 
put on it a duty of 12 cents a pound, which is 
prohibitory. 

The importers asked the Board of Apprais- 
ers to interpret the law so as to do away with 
the duty. The board refused to do so, the 
language of the law being too plain to admit 
of that. Thereupon the importers took their 
case to the Circuit Court and Judge Colt has 
decided in their favor. He says in his de- 
cision that he believes the intention of Con- 
gress should govern and not the literal mean- 
ing of the words of the law. As he cannot be- 
lieve that Congress would be guilty of the 
absurdity of puttng combing wools and goat 
hair in the same category he holds that the 
latter must be admitted free as of old. 

The intention of the ram-raisers was to keep 
out goat hair, fancying the result would be to 
increase the consumption of Ohio fleeces, the 
contrary being the case, however. What will 
they say when they learn that Judge Colt has 
decided that Congress could not have meant 
to do the foolish thing which they intended it 
should do?

Boiler Inspector Pickham yesterday, after a 
conference with Mayor Washburne, gave out 
a list of 376 firms and business houses. which 
are using unlicensed boilers, never having 
made repairs and changes ordered by the In- 
spector as far back, in some cases, as last July. 

“The list was longer by 250 names last Mon- 
day,” said Mr, Pickham, but since then let- 
ters have come in by the score in every mail 
from different firms notifying me that they 
had made all repairs ordered and asking me 
to forward the certificates of inspection at 
once. 

“Have you ever brought suit 
one for violation of the ordinance? 

„No; but 1 think I shall against some of 
these firms soon if they don’t hurry up and 
comply with the law.“

Hie Asks That It Pay Him $125,000 Dam- 
ages for Ruining His Business in Chi- 
eago—A Story of Alleged Persecuticn— 
Methods Said to Have Been Adopted 
to Force the Refractory Dealer into 
Line—An Attempted Withdrawal—What 
the Defendant's Representative Says. 


Andrew D. Bishop, a fruit preserve manu- 
facturer of this city, filed a sensational suit 
for $125,500 damages in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court yesterday against the American 
Preservers company and its trustees, alleging 
that the company is a trust, monopoly, and 
conspiracy to restrict trade and increase 
prices of the goods its members manufacture. 
He also alleges that by threats of ruining his 
business the trust forced him into the com- 
bination, but finding it to be an illegal con- 
cern he dropped out, whereas the trust seized 
his entire business and 1s now in possession 
o— story is along one and is told in a 
declaration of twenty-five closely type-written 
: The suit is against 33 
Preserrers company, Bernard E. Ryan, Ben- 
jamin Fenton, Albert R. Bremer, T. E. 
Dougherty, C. A. Max Weuhle, Max Ams, P, 
R. Jennings, Henry Williams, T. A. Snider, 


L. P. Best, F. H. Griggs, Robert Krause, and 
F. K. Blunt. Ryan is alleged to be the secre- 
tary of the trust, and the balance of the de- 
fendants named are the trustees. These de- 
fentiants, before the organization of the trust, 
were the owners or officers in fruit preserving 
companies in Buffalo, N. Y.; Washington, D. 
C.: New York City, Indianapolis, Detroit, 
Cincinnati, and Davenport, Ia.

07 the above date, it is claimed, two of the 
defendants, Fenton and Ryan, approached 
the plaintiff and laid before him a scheme to 
form a trust to be called the American Pre- 
servers’ Trust. After hearing the preposition 
Bishop alleges that on account of his business 
caution he refused to go into the combine. 
Thereupon, he says, Fenton told him that un- 
less he joined the trust the trust would ruin 
his business and destroy his credit. Ryan is 


preserve manufacturers of the country had 
agreed to sign the trust agreement, and if any 
manufacturer did not sign he would be forced 
out of business and his business ruined.

Afterwards, Bishop charges, the trust 
found its business not be 
conducted as it should 
under its accordingly 
under the direction of the trust’s legal counsel 
& corporation was organized under the laws 
of the State of West Virginia, called the Amer- 

rvers’ company. The capital stock 
as placed at $600 and the incorporators were 
essrs. Bremer,. Williams, Ryan, Fenton, 
Weihle, and Jennings, all trustees of the trust. 
Subsequently, and in July, 1888, Bishop 
avers Ryan came to the plaintiff and an- 
nounced the above change, saying it was nec- 
essary to carry out the trust scheme, and that 
Bishop would have to make out a bill of sale 
of his plant in the name of the American 
rvers’ company instead of the American 
rving Trust. Ryan, it is charged, then 
compelled the plaintiff to sign a bill cf sale of 
his plant to the reorganized company and 
give up the. bill of salé to the trust. There- 
upon Ryan gave the plaintiff 331 shares of 
stock in the old concern of the pretended 
value of $33,100, and directed him to assign 
the shares to the trustees of the trust.

Bishop grew tired of trust methods after six 
months of the rule of the trustees and made 
an effort to assert his independence and break

In December, 1888, he says he tendered his 
trust certificates to the manager of the com- 
bing and demanded his bill of sale of his 
Property. This demand was refused and then 
Piaintiff grew stubborn and refused to 
make the regular monthly report as required.

HORSES FOR A DOLLAR. 


The Noble Animal in Queensland Some- 
times Almost a Nuisance. 

In Queensland, Australia, the value of horses 
is away down. A sound and well-broken ani- 
mal can be bought for $5. Farmers in the in. 
terior cannot afford to send horses to Brisbane 
for sale, because ordinary stock will not bring 
more than $1.75 per head. They shoot them 
instead. And, what is still more startling, 
they pay at the rate of 62 cents per head for 
having them shot. 

Horse-breeding in Australia was for many 
years a remunerative business. A great de- 
mand was created by the taking up and occu- 
pying of new country, from the opening up of 
new gold fields, and for the prosecution of the 
* industry. 

very one who had land began breeding 
horses. Now the demand has ceased, the 
sugar industry is declining, the mining is sta- 
tionary, and owners of what was formerly 
new country are sellers instead of buyers. 
The consequence is that the whole country is 
overrun with unsalable horses. They cannot

A law entitled the Marsupials De- 
struction act is now in force, directed against 
the kangaroo, to check the increase of these 
noxieus animals, But a kangaroo skin is 
worth $3.75 in the open market at Brisbane. 

How much more need is there then of a 
horse deatruetion act, when horses are larger 
animals, eat more, are more numerous than 
kangaroos, and are nearly worthless! This is 
the question which is agitating the property- 
holders of Queensland at the present time, as 
is learned from the recent bulletins of the D 
partment of Agriculture of that colony. Will 
it pay Australians to ship these horses to the 
United States? The passage to San Francisco 
will take twenty days. The Pacific ocean at 
certain times is always smooth. One of the 
Australian steamships will probably carry 
from 700 to 1.000 horses a trip, The import 
duty on horses and mules at present is $30 per 
head. It resolves itself into a question of 
water carriage.

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BIG RENTS DEMANDED 


OWNERS OF DOWN-TOWN PROPER- 
TY INSIST ON REVALUATIONS, 


The Corners at Clark and Washington and 
La Salle and Washington Streets Under 
Consideration at Present—An Addition 
te a Town That Has No Legal Exist- 
ence—The Plat of the Place Has Never 
Been Recorded—Lots That Are Not on 
the Map. 


The omnivorous revaluation clause seems 
to be more than usually aggressive in the 
vicinity of Washington and La Salle streets. 
Two prominent corners are in its clutches and 
the parties interested in these corners are 
somewhat dubious about the outcome. Ne- 
gotidtions have been under way for a revalua- 
tion of the southwest corner of La Salle 
and Washington streets since Jan. 4. The 
Peck estate, the owner of the property, 
is represented by H. H. Kohjsaat; the lessees 
have selected a representative, but so far no 
satisfactory third arbitrator has been secured. 
The corner is 100 feet square and is 
leased at a rental fixed on a valua- 
tion to be made every five years. The 
owners waived their privilege of demanding a 
valuation five years ago, but have served no- 
tice that a new valuation is now demanded. 


Ten years ago the land was estimated to be 


worth $225,000 or $2,250 a front foot. This is 
equivalent to $22.50 a square foot. 

It is reported that Ferd W. Peck has an- 
nounced his opinion that the land is worth 
$1,000,000. A difference of $77.50 a square 
oot gives ample grounds for an argument. 

owners of the corner building at present 
pay interest on au “indebtedness of $225,000. 
On the basis of $100 a foot valuation they 
would pay interest on $1,000,000. The amount 
represented by 6 per cent on $775,000 would 
cut into the income of the best con- 
ducted skyscrapers to a serious extent. 
The payment of such a rental from 
the income of the present five-story 
building isa practical impossibility. There 
would be nothing left for the lessees to do but 
quietly surrender the building to the lessor, 
and be thankful to escape any further re-

During the negotiations in regard to this 
corner it has been discovered that the revalua- 
tion-clause ghost which haunted the stock- 
holders of the Chicago Opera-House Associa- 
tion two years ago is again walking. The south- 
west corner 6f Clark and Washington streets 
was leased from the Peck estate for thirty 
years with a similar five-ycar term reva.uation 
clause. The last revaluation was made in 1889 
and determined a value of $750,000 on 182x107 
feet. The arbitrator selected at that time 
failed to make an amicable settlement and the 
courts were called on for final decision. The 
scale of annual rental has been as follows: 
The first year, $20,000; the second and third 
years, $24,000; the fourth and fifth years, $30,- 
a and from the sixth to the tenth years $45,- 


Needs an Elastic Income. 

It is evident that a building income must be 
indeed elastic to provide for such eccentric 
changes of rental and indebtedness. The 
Opera-House Association has the advantage in 
the fact that its ground rental cannot be 
changed until after the Fair, in 1894, when the 
tendencies to an increase of down-town 
values may not be so marked as to- 
day. revaluation now being made of 
this property is a one-sided affair, as the as- 
sociation is not directly interested in it. It 
has a deep interest, however. The Peck es- 
tate has chosen a number of real-estate ex- 
perts to determine the market value of the 
corner. The association will then be given 
an opportunity to make a straight ninety- 
nine-year lease on this basis. 

Walter H. Wilson, with other real-estate 
men, has decided that $70 a square foot would 
be the right figure for the land. This would 
be Sgüivalent to 81.848, 200 for the corner, or 
an increase of $598,200 over the present valua- 
tion. On this basis the annual rental would 
be $80,000 a 2 It is just possible that the 
patient building income which has been forced 
to provide for leaps from $20,000 ground 
rental to $24,000, $30,000, and $40,000, would 
fail when the bar is put up to the $80,000 
mark. 

The Opera-House dividends of 2 per cent 
are paid today. It is said that the annual rate 
of 8 per cent is all that can be paid. The 
adoption of such a valuation would effect- 
ually dispose of dividends, building, and all 
otner visible assets of the association.

‘sociation will elect to wait for the next revalu-

IT HAS NO LEGAL EXISTENCE. 


Wireton Park and the Addition That Has 
Been Made to It. ö 

Additions to Kensington and Hyde Park 
located among the sand hills of Lake County, 
Ind., Jackson Park subdivisions in the same 
general region, the chief productions of 
which are town lots and scrub oaks, and even 
O. J. Hogue’s addition to Harvey away out in 
the Town of Palos, are far from occupying 
the anomalous position of recent additions to 
nowhere which have been discovered. 

This subdivision has just been filed for 
record, and certainly occupies a most peculiar 
position. „It is an addition to a town which 
legally does not exist.

CANNOT BE FOUND ON THE MAP. 


Alleged Chicago Lots That Have Seen 
Traded in Ohio, 

A peculiar subdivision operation of ancien} 
standing has just come to light through a deed 
which was offered ‘for record last December 
by parties living in Franklin County, O. It 
is a fine four-page. document, properly ab- 
knowledged by a notaty’ who examines the 
grantors, Owen P. Fleming and Jennie 
T. Fleming his wife, separately as 
in statute required, and transfers Lots 13 
to 16 of the reserved lots of Clark’s: subdi- 
vision on the Indian Ridge plan, of part of 
the east half of the northwest quarter of the 
southeast quarter of Sec. 19, 37, The deed 
is cumbersome in its completeness to any one 
who is used to the short-form deed in vogue 
in IIliuois. The signatures of the grantors are 
witnessed by two persons, the notary public 
acknowledges the signatures, and the Secre- 
tary of State certifies to the standing of the 
notary. 

There seems to be need, however, of some 
one to certify to the standing of the lots. Re- 
corder Stephens made — examination of the 
record and found that the only clew to sucha 
subdivision was a vacation of the subdivision 
filed some time in 1874, This vacation was 
made by I. N. Hardin, who certifies that he is 
sole owner of the property described in Sec. 
19 of Hyde Park. From this document it 
would appear that this subdivision. was 
platted some time before the fire, pos- 
sibly by Alice Clark. Just what show. of 
title Alice Clark had in the property does not 
appear. It is probable that her subdivision 
was made on a tax title or possibly without 
show of title whatever, At any rate the en- 
tire subdivision was wiped out eighteen years 
ago. The lots at best, although known by the 
seductive title of the reserved lots of Clark’s 
subdivision, fall within the government sir- 
vey line of the swamp land along the Calumet 
River. Just what value these lots would have 
if they existed is problematical.. fhe deed 
runs. Henry Williams, his heirs and assigns 
forever.“ and a consideration of $1 is given in 
exchange for the property. It is evident 
that the property has been traded, and al- 
though the parties interested may all be with- 
out intent to defraud, the transaction simply 
shows what the lax subdivision operations of 
Cook Coupty may lead to.

THE HARTER CUSTOMS BILL. 


By Ita Provisions Chicago Is the Only Col- 
_ lection District in Tilinois, 

Wasarxorox, D. C., Jan. 14.—[Special.]—A 
serious misunderstanding exists regarding the 
bill introduced by Mr. Harter of Ohio for the 
consolidation of customs districts. Mr. Har- 
ter, himself, is an extreme free-trader, who 
dreams of the time when every custom house 
in the land shall be wiped out, but he says this 
is not the purvose of bis present bill.

Chi is the only cus- 
toms coliection district in the State under the 
Harter bill. The boundaries of the districts

DES MOINES RIVEK LAND SUITS. 


A Supreme Court Decision in Favor of the 
Litchfield Heirs. 

Boons, Ia., Jan. 14. —| Special. |—The almost 
useless litigation over the river lands has at 
last been ended by the decision of the United 
States Supreme Court, which was announced 
this week as in favor of the Litchfield heirs. 
This was the suit brought to test the validity 
of the grant to the State. These lands. lo- 
cated in Boone, Hamilton, Webster, and Kos- 
suth Counties, have been in dispute for years, 
The original grant to the State was to im- 
prove the navigation of the Des Moines River 
“ to the n fork,’’ and was for every 
alternate section for ‘five miles each side 
of the river. The question arose as to whether 
the grant extended north of the forks, where 
Des Moines is located, or ended there, where 
the slack water navigation was to cease. 
company claimed the lands to the north line 
of the State, Actual settlers disputed the 
claim, which was complicated by many gov- 
ernment patents that had been issued before 
the Land Office withdrew the land from mar- 
ket pending the settlement of the dispute. 


For many years these disputed titles have 


been a blight to this part of Iowa. As the 
title is now settled the settlers will ask in- 
demnity from Congress.

The form is then filled in with 
the insured’s name and address, the insured’s 
starting point ana destination of trunk, the 
name of each line over which it is to travel, 
and the number of the baggage check. 
Should the trunk be lost the indemnity com- 

any pays $100, allowing the patron the privi- 
ege, should the property be recovered, of re- 
deeming the same within a certain time limit, 
The premium is 10 cents a day and the tickets 
are made to cover ten days.
